GENEVA, Dec 18.—Solemn -warning 


that the league of nations may break 
up if the league council continues ar- 
bitrary domination was sounded 
at 


the assembly meeting today by Lord 
Robert Cecil, representative of South 
Africa~and one of the chief founders 
of the league. 
Lord Robert Cecil delivered a bitter 


attack against the council for refus- 
ing to deliver secret mandate drafts 
to the assembly for open considera- 
tion. He charged that the assembly 
had been stripped of its power over 
the important mandate question by 
the action of the council. 


"The league of nations is entering a 


critical stage," said Lord Robert Ce-. 
cil. "If the council is not careful :t 
•will plunge the league into disastrous 
failure "
